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PEM’s Education Department— 
Helping people make connections 


By Ray Williams 


After nearly twenty years as a museum educator, my excitement about the museum as an environ- 
ment for learning is as strong as ever. The visual stimulation provided by the objects never fails to 
jump-start rich and interesting conversations with visitors. This is particularly true at PEM, where the 
wide range of our collections offers something for everyone to connect with. 


The work of museum educators is very much concerned with helping people make those connections 
to the works of art and culture on view. We may provide contextual information about an object's orig- 
inal function in the culture that created it. We may facilitate a group discussion about related ideas and 
how they apply to our lives today. We may organize a studio activity in which family members explore 
their creative process together. We may simply work to create a sense of engagement and discovery, 
to encourage participants to reflect on and, perhaps, share their aesthetic responses with one another. 
Concerts, films, and lectures also contribute to the museum’s buzz of ideas and provide a social outlet 
for the culturally inquisitive. 


We understand and respect the fact that our visitors bring their own questions, a wealth of experience, 
and cultural knowledge. We welcome visitors from all walks of life and encourage them to engage 
with the collections and exhibitions. We are deeply interested in how different people respond to 
different aspects of the PEM experience—and our programs have put us in touch with middle school 
students studying American history, teen parents, members of Salem’s Dominican community and 

of the Red Hat Society, recent immigrants from China, maritime enthusiasts, and artists working in a 
variety of mediums and styles! (Our work is never boring.) 


Public programs and school programs 


In order to engage these various constituencies, PEM’s Education Department is organized into the 
following teams: Public programs staff organize the incredible array of concerts, artist demonstrations, 
lectures, studio activities, films, and family days. Many of these programs are made available free of 
charge, thanks to an annual grant from the Lowell Institute. School programs offer gallery experiences 
that support Massachusetts curriculum frameworks to more than 20,000 students and teachers each 
year. More than one hundred volunteer docents provide these gallery lessons for school groups and 
lead adult tours of the galleries and historic houses, dramatically expanding our services with their 
energy and generosity, their careful study and dependability. 


The importance of grants 


Outside grants are essential to the work of the department, and we have been fortunate to receive 
grant funding that supports five talented educators who work on special projects. The Freeman 
Foundation supports staffing and interpretive programming that relates to PEM’s East Asian collections 
and ensures that we make connections to the region’s rapidly growing Asian American communities. 
The Museum Action Corps is a paid internship program for youth, supported by a federal grant, that 
offers work experience in various parts of the museum and special training in leadership development 
and creativity. And The Salem in History project, also funded by the federal government, provides 
professional development for teachers of American history on using primary source material 

available here in Salem.

Silver from British India 
New Acquisitions at the Peabody Essex Museum

Reprinted from Silver Magazine, | The collection of Asian export silver at the Peabody Essex Museum in Salem, Massachusetts, is 
el fete hades liv aes among the largest and most important in public hands. Many readers may be familiar with 
the museum’s Chinese export silver collection from Chinese Export Silver 1785 to 1885, the 
landmark monograph on the subject published in 1975.(1) One of this monograph's authors, 
Dr. H. A. Crosby Forbes, serves as curator emeritus of Asian Export Art at the Peabody Essex 
Museum and was largely responsible for assembling this important collection. The museum's 
collections of Indian and Japanese export silver, which are smaller but equally important, are 
less well known. 
The purpose of this article is to highlight a few of the more than thirty recent additions of 
Anglo-Indian silver to the museum's permanent collection. The largest group came as a gift 
from Forbes and his late wife, Grace P. Forbes, in 2002. These seventeen pieces, ranging in 
date from 1790 to 1900, exhibit a wide range of forms and styles associated with Anglo-Indian 
silver. Western-style silver made in India was largely crafted in workshops owned and operated 
by silversmiths of British extraction. Most shops also employed large numbers of Indian 
silversmiths whose identities remain largely unknown to us today. These goldsmiths, 
silversmiths, jewelers, and watch- and clockmakers catered to the expatriate community 
in the three British Presidencies of Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras. 


Marking standards in British India 
The strict standards for marking pieces imposed by 
Goldsmith's Hall on silversmiths working in Great Britain 
were not enforced—in fact, were technically illegal—for 
silversmiths working in India. Nevertheless, many British 
silversmiths working in colonial India marked their work with 
§ individual maker's marks, and Indian silversmiths working in 
these shops often added their own tally marks to the pieces on 
which they worked. Tally marks for individual Indian artists appear on 
silver from different British shops, reflecting the migratory nature of some 
of these craftsmen. However, unlike British silver, colonial Indian silver does 
not bear marks identifying the city or specific year of production, making 
precise dating challenging. Wynyard R. T. Wilkinson, an authority on colonial 
Indian silver, published three important books on the subject.(2) Each of these 
resources includes illustrations of marks used on colonial Indian silver, which 
are invaluable for identifying workshops and can occasionally narrow the date 
range for a piece.

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Adapting Western forms 

Colonial Indian silversmiths created many new 
types of western-style silver, adapting forms to 
meet the gastronomical needs of expatriate 
Westerners living in India in the late eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries. Rice, a staple on 
Anglo-Indian tables of the period, was not yet a 
significant part of the cuisine in Britain in the 
early nineteenth century. Although the style of 
a two-handled covered bowl is in keeping with 
early nineteenth century British silver, its func- 
tion—to serve rice—was geared specifically to 
use in India. Robert Hamilton, the bowl’s maker, 
worked in Calcutta from 1808 to 1817.(3) Hamilton, together with silversmiths Henry and James Glazbrook, in 
1811 formed Hamilton & Company, which became the most prolific colonial silver workshop in India. The firm 
remained in business for more than 150 years, finally closing in 1971.(4) The majority of the recently acquired 
pieces are from Calcutta, and not surprisingly most are from the workshop of Hamilton & Company. 

Three covered vessels, all from the workshop of Hamilton & Company, represent the diversity of styles and 
ornamentation of this prodigious firm. All bear a floral finial, which seems to have been favored by the firm in 
the middle of the nineteenth century. The simplest, a covered tankard of extremely heavy gauge, was originally 
a gift from Edward Robinson to Archibald Macanally in 1843. The undulating lines of the body are composed of 
five vertical, shaped elements soldered together. The convex and concave lines of the body are continued on 
the lid, wrought from a single sheet of silver. The cast finial is composed of a flower with three leaves and two 
emerging buds; exquisite chasing replicates the botanical structure of the leaves. The wide foot is decorated 
with a repoussé border of leaves and berries—convex leaves are polished and concave ones are articulated 
with chased lines. This leaf and berry motif, like the floral finial, is found repeatedly on Hamilton & Company sil- 
ver of the mid-nineteenth century. 

A large covered jug also bears a floral finial and a border of leaves and berries, in this case as a band around 
the waist. The jug is further ornamented with wide bands of repoussé acanthus leaves on the body, lid, and 
foot. The most unusual elements on the piece are incorporated into the scrolling handle; a pouncing leopard at 
the top of the handle appears ready to navigate the curves down to its prey, a deer or elk whose head forms 
the base of the handle.

Exporting American ice 

One of the most elaborate pieces by Hamilton & Company in the collection marks an important and surprising 
chapter in early American maritime trade—the exportation of American ice to India. W. C. Rogers and Captain 
Clement Littlefield departed from Boston in May 1833 on the ship Tuscany, with 150 tons of Massachusetts ice 
carefully packed in sawdust in the hold. They arrived in Calcutta four months later, with two-thirds of the ice 
intact.(5) According to the inscription on the covered cup, it was Presented by Lord William Bentinck, Governor- 
General and Commander-in-Chief, India to Mr. Rogers of Boston in Acknowledgement of the Spirit and enter- 
prise which projected and successfully executed the first attempt to import a cargo of American ice into 
Calcutta—Nov 22nd, 1833. 


Infuser and snuff boxes 

Inscriptions are particularly helpful for dating Anglo-Indian silver. One of the most extensively inscribed objects 
in the collection is a Gothic-Revival inkwell made by Hamilton & Company and presented to Reverend William 
Hodge Mill (1792-1853), the first principal of Bishop’s College at Howrah in Calcutta, upon his retirement in 
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Gold-Washed Silver and 
ivory Covered Bowl, ca.

1837. During the nineteenth century, the British set up a variety 
of religious and charitable organizations in India, including 
Bishop’s College, which was founded in 1820.(6) The inkwell’s 
base is engraved on one side with an elevation of the college 
and a Latin inscription describing Mill’s good works. The other 
side is engraved with the names of former students who con- 
tributed to the purchase of this gift. 

The only piece of recently acquired silver by a Calcutta firm 
other than Hamilton & Company is an unusual form that has been 
described as either a tea infuser or a milk strainer. If it were used as a 
tea infuser the wide rim could sit directly on the edge of a tea cup; tea 
leaves resting in the pierced bowl were easily strained out of the cup 
once the water was infused. The three ball feet soldered to the base would 
have supported the strainer when it rested on a tea tray. The clean, functional 
lines of this piece, ornamented by a turned ivory handle, were executed by the 
Calcutta firm of Arthur Pittar, Lattey & Company between 1835 and 1842. Robert 
John Lattey served as an assistant for Arthur Pittar (ca.1796-1872) from 1825 to 1835. In 1835 he joined Pittar as a part- 
ner, producing silver until 1842, when Arthur Pittar retired.(7) This intriguing object was given to the museum by Mrs. 
Stuart Cary Welch in memory of her ancestor, Captain John O'Donnell of the ship Pallas. Wynyard Wilkinson published 
a nearly identical form by another Calcutta firm, Twentyman & Company, as a strainer for boiled milk, a form 
possibly developed for use in India.(8) 

The smallest and simplest addition to the collection is a snuffbox mounted with a polished agate in its cover . 
Marked on the inside of the box, it was made by the Madras firm of Gordon & Lovell between 1803 and 1807.(9) This 
piece represents the only work of a Madras silversmith added recently to the collection. According to an inscription on 
the underside of the box, it was a gift from A. Stewart to his friend J.B. Travers, possibly Alexander Stewart, a cadet sta- 
tioned in Madras in the early nineteenth century, and John Benward Travers, an India Office employee in Madras. 
Confirmed identities for these parties will remain elusive until further research can be conducted at the Oriental and 
India Office Records at the British Library. This snuffbox was purchased with funds donated by the Asian Export Art 
Visiting Committee, a group of collectors and scholars who support the department. 

A related snuffbox was acquired for the collection with funds donated by Mr. and Mrs. Richard Vietor. The box incor- 
porates Indian motifs but was most likely executed by Chinese silversmiths working in Guangzhou (Canton) or possibly 
in India. The box’s lid and base feature panels with Indian scenes of hook swinging and sati, respectively. These two 
Hindu practices simultaneously fascinated and horrified Westerners. Hook swinging, a means of demonstrating strength 
and depth of religious devotion, was part of the annual Hindu festival for Shiva. Sati, the ritual suicide of a woman on 
her husband's funeral pyre, was outlawed by the East India Company in 1829. Although the subject material is Indian, 
the construction of the box indicates that it was probably made by a Chinese silversmith. The box’s distinctive borders 
are found on other pieces of Chinese silver. This unusual object alludes to the extensive importation of Chinese export 
silver to India, most notably to Bombay. The intra-Asian trade of colonial silver, furniture, and textiles is a fascinating 
subject that has yet to be fully explored. 

A selection of these new acquisitions is currently on display in the Asian export art wing of the Peabody Essex 
Museum. Founded in 1799, the Peabody Essex Museum is the nation's oldest continuously operating museum, with 
renowned collections of maritime art and history, American decorative arts, Native American art, African art, and art 
from China, Japan, Korea, India, and the Pacific Islands. It also displays one of the world's largest and most important 
collections of Asian decorative arts produced for the West. =

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Carved by Nature 

Untamed Traditions in Chinese Decorative Art 
An Exhibition at the Peabody Essex Museum

In the Chinese civilization, where, over 3,500 years ago, artisans were 
already developing refined techniques to form raw minerals and metals into 
elaborate incised, inlaid, and ornamented works of art, an opposing, deep 
appreciation arose for the wondrous shapes and textures created by the 
natural environment. 

The exhibition Carved by Nature: Untamed Traditions in Chinese Decorative 
Arts explores the Chinese enthusiasm for wood in its organic forms and the 
manifestations of that passion in the Chinese arts. This is the first exhibition in 
the United States to consider in depth the subject and developments of organic 
wood in Chinese decorative art. 

In its early stages, the attraction to these wood forms derived from beliefs 
that spirits or powers were ingrained in natural, living matter, such as trees. 
Trees were long associated with longevity and immortality and therefore 
believed to have special powers. 


Brush Pot,

a trees as a primary subject. An 8th-century poet Du Fu, expressing his admiration for a tree 


and communicating his deep respect for the scholar or sage who withstands the storms of 
difficult political atmospheres, wrote: 


Crushed by snow, oppressed by frost 
through the changing seasons, 


Branches twisted, crown bent down, 
Its disposition is still lofty. 


The tradition of painting trees in their expressive and animated forms paralleled poets’ trib- 
utes through the centuries. Several Chinese artists of the twenty-first century have continued 
these traditions, focusing their brushes on ancient, weathered trees. The painter He Huaishuo, 
in a work displayed in the exhibition, uses his brush to delineate the wild branches of an 
untamed ancient tree. 


The Chinese aesthetic of the untamed 

While poets and painters articulated their reverence for organic wood shapes through their 
words and images, other members of the society evidenced their attraction and desire to be 
intimate with these energies by creating objects that they brought into their homes. 
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The association of Buddhism with the wildly organic wood may have been a result of the affiliation of 
Buddhism with nature and natural forms. The organic wood chair as the indicative seat for Buddhists continued 
through the twentieth century, as seen in a late Qing portrait of a Buddhist priest in the Carved by Nature 
exhibition. While the priest is dressed in a luxurious silk robe, and covering the floor below him is a lush, woolen 
carpet, he sits—in the traditional Buddhist position with his legs folded on the seat surface—on an organically 
formed chair of twisted tree roots and branches. 


Branching out: The literati 

By the Ming dynasty, the affinity for the gnarled and organic forms of trees, and the interest in using such mate- 
rials for furnishings and studio accoutrements, had spread among the literati/scholar classes who had taken on 
many aspects of Buddhists’ lifestyles. The scholars’ studios became peppered with these objects in their desire 
to demonstrate their supposed disdain of luxurious fineries and their intimate relationship with the ways of 
nature. The massive scroll pot is an excellent example of organic forms that appealed to the literati class. The 
pot—with its bulging forms and twisting surfaces—captures the dynamic energy of nature that the literati 
pursued in creating their gardens, paintings, rock collections, and poetry. Though they surrounded themselves 
with books, and occupied their time with official duties and social activities, they preferred to think of them- 
selves as striving to be one with the untainted, uncorrupted sphere of the natural world. Objects on their desks 
such as the brushpot, the brush, and the brush rest reflect this same scholarly empathy with natural forms. Li 
Rihua (1565-1635), a prominent connoisseur and literatus of the late Ming dynasty, expressed the appropriate- 
ness of such furnishing for people of his status: “For sitting 
cross-legged in meditation, the frosty gnarled root of an 
ancient tree is just perfect.” 

By the late Qing dynasty, the appeal of root and organically 
shaped wood furniture was no longer restricted to literati or 
Buddhist circles. A wider span of classes, as is often the case, 
imitated, adopted, and adapted fashions of the literati. The 
Qianlong Emperor (reigned 1736-1796) can be seen in an 
imperial workshop painting seated comfortably in a large 
rootwood chair, and less than a century later wealthy 
families were being portrayed in their own homes with 
similar furnishings. 

The highly expressive couchbed, the flamboyant chair, 
and the animated screen in the Carved by Nature exhibition 
are outstanding examples of the organic furnishings that 
were beginning to populate the interiors of well-heeled 
homes during the Qing dynasty. 

The lure of the Chinese aesthetic of the untamed has 
prompted connoisseurs in China and the rest of the world 
today to acquire both new and old works. Moreover, just as 
European landscape architects of the eighteenth century 
were influenced by Chinese gardens’ grottoes and rock- 
works, the contemporary Boston artist Richard Rosenblum, 
a major collector of Chinese rocks and organically shaped 
wooden objects, was inspired to create computer montages 
reflecting his own enthrallment with this Chinese aesthetic. 
Two of these montages are displayed in Carved by Nature, 
punctuating the universal attraction to and awe for the 
organic, curvilinear forms found growing in and around our 
urban environments. 


Seeing symbols in trees 
One of the first great landscape artists of China, Jing Hao (ca. 870-930), 
was enthralled with forests and trees. In his description of a wander 
through the mountains, he wrote of an encounter with one particular 
pine. “It looked as if it were a flying dragon riding the sky, or as if it were 
a coiling dragon aiming to reach the Milky Way.”’ Strong expressions 
like these in Chinese tradition inspired collectors and connoisseurs for 
centuries to incorporate a token, a symbolic bit, of such energetic and 
powerful trees into the interiors of their personal living spaces. 

Carved by Nature: Untamed Traditions in Chinese Decorative Art will be 
on view at the Peabody Essex Museum through June 22, 2005.1
